funds; $174 million in pension funds. 
Electrical Workers: Total $245 mil­ 
lion — $10 million in the general 
treasury , $70 million in welfare funds, 
$16 5 million rn pension funds. 
Mine Workers: Total $210 million 
—$105 million in the general treasury , 
$105 million in the combined pension- 
Welfare funds. 
Amalgamated 
Clothing 
Workers: 
Total $16 8 million — $8 million in the 
general treasury , $16 0 million in pen­ 
sion and welfare funds. 
Teamsters: $.48 million in the gen­ 
eral treasury . There is no national 
pension or welfare fund, but J ames 
Hoffa has strong influence ov er pen­ 
sion money totaling at least $16 9 mil­ 
lion. 
The powerful industrial unions do 
not make the top fiv e because they 
hav e little control of pension and wel­ 
fare funds. Their wealth is made up 
mostly of large strike funds in their 
general treasuries, which v ary wide­ 
ly from y ear to y ear. The three rich­ 
est industrial unions are the Auto 
Workers, with $57 million in general 
funds (up from $.40 million in 19 59 ); 
the Machinists, with $26 million (up 
from $23 million in 19 59 ); and the 
Steel Workers, with $22 million (down 
from $32 million in 19 59 ). 
Fortune attributes its pension fund 
figures to Professor Robert Barfed of 
Univ ersity of California of Los .Vn- 
geles. 
The managers of union funds 
generally try to inv est with three 
aims: I) to minimize risk. 2) to 
work 
some 
social 
improv ement 
such as better workers’ housing, 
and 3) to get a reasonable return 
on the money . 
Fortune details the pioneering in­ 
v estment of the Building Sendee Em­ 
ploy ees International (the janitors’ 
union) in Marina City , a new apart­ 
ment-of fice-ga rage 
dev elopment

Chicago. There, the union accepted a 
risk in order to curb the flight of 
residence and business from the cen­ 
ter of the city . Thereby it sav ed jobs 
for janitors — and, into the bargain.

Tower Thaw 
Proceeds at 
Franklin 


FRANKLIN GROVE — Workmen 
hav e “ steam drilled’’ through 8 0 feet 
of ice in the standpipe of Franklin 
Grov e’s frozen water tower. They 
hope to finish the job today . 
They hav e reached a point 30 feet 
abov e the ground with the pipe which 
is .shooting liv e steam supplied by an 
old time steam engine.

Cheering in Kremlin 
There will be cheering in the 
Kremlin and probably a Sov iet at­ 
tempt to take quick adv antage of the 
breach in the Western front. The So­ 
v iet response may take the form of 
an aggressiv e new peace offensiv e, 


with seemingly genuine gestures on 
rankling problems, lo make it ap­ 
pear that Europe can do business 
safely with the Communists. 


De Gaulle has made clear that he 
believ es Europe should be a force 
standing between the United States 
and the Sov iet Union, independently 
wielding its own nuclear weaponry , 
ev en though he has no nuclear weap­ 
ons to wield y et. 


He has made France into a poor 
partner in NATO—hardly a partner 
at all. Since France is an important 
piece of European real estate, De 
Gaulle’s policies already hav e weak­ 
ened the Atlantic Alliance. 
De Gaulle also has declared Brit­ 
ain unfit to be considered a part of 
Europe. He champions “ continental- 


Spokesman 
A spokesman reflecting I he French 
president’s v iews say s British Prime 
Minister Macmillan chose the United 
States instead of Europe by agreeing 
to President Kennedy ’s proposal to 
arm Britain and France with Polaris 
missiles. This, to De Gaulle’s w ay of 
thinking, was accepting U.S. dom­ 
ination to the detriment of Europe. 


De Gaulle will remain president of 
France at least until 19 6 6 if his 
health holds out. Although 72, he 
looks hale and hearty . For another 
three y ears, therefore, the United 
States must deal with situations cre­ 
ated by his policy . 


He has struck a hard blow at the 
concept of European unity and At­ 
lantic partnership which is the core 
of President Kennedy ’s w’orld policy . 
In Europe, diplomats ask; Can De

HYPNOSIS: TEACHING TOOL 
Many a teacher will attest that his students often appear to b e in 
a trance. Now education is striking hack: researchers are making use 
of this well-known proclivity of students to go into trancelike states in 
the classroom. 
After five years of tests, a Kent State University, Ohio, reading 
specialist. Dr. Stanley krippoer. report* that hypnotic suggestion im­ 
proves study hab its, test performance and academic motivation. 
It only takes a light treatment of hypnosis, he says. “ and present 
cadence indicates that ab out 90 per cent of the college population is 
ab le to enter a trance of this depth.” 
Writing in the American Journal of Clinical Hypnosis. Dr. Krippner 
tells of one sub ject who learned how to ignore distracting things like 
room temperature, thirst and noises when he studied. 
Another student scored “A” on tests taken after hypnosis. “ B” on 
those without hypnosis. He was later taught to hypnotize himself. 
Dr. krippner warns that hypnosis is not a panacea. And it is not 
something to b e indulged in b y amateurs. 
With the increased scholastic competition and demands made on 
students in today's schools, however, it is not b eyond the realm of 
possib ility that one day hypnosis will find a place among traditional 
teaching methods and techniques.

Feb ruary was chosen b ecause of Val­ 
entine’s Day, and this ties in with 
the old idea that the heart ii the 
center of the emotions. 
It is not hard to see how the old 
idea got its start. Any strong emo­ 
tion will set the heart to racing and 
pounding. It may not b e the rente? 
of the emotions, b ut it is violently 
affected b y them. 
The normal heart rate of a perron 
at rest is b etween 72 and 80 b eats per 
minute. 
This 
pumps 
ab out 
five 
quarts of b lood through the b ody 
even- minute. Since the heart con­ 
tinues to b eat whether we are asleep 
or awake, it might b e asked why this 
amazing muscle doesn’t get tired and 
quit. The answer is that after each 
contraction (lasting ab out a third of 
a second), the muscle rests for ab out 
a quarter of a second. Even when 
we are doing strenuous physical exer­ 
cise. with b oth the heart rate and vol­ 
ume (rf b lood increased, there is a 
short pause after each b eat. 
A reader has asked what the doc­ 
tor hears when he listens to your 
heart through his stethoscope If the 
heart is normal he hears a rhythmic 
doub le sound with each b eat: the 
sound of the closing of the heart 
valves and the sound of the powerful 
contraction of the ventricles. If there 
is a roughening of the valve surface 
due to scarring following rheumatic 
fever, or if the valves do not close 
completely, thus allowing some b ack­ 
flow. he will hear a characteristic 
murmur. 
In children and young adults he 
may hear a slight murmur (really 
a b lurring of the normally sharp 
heart sounds) that is not caused b y 
any structural change in the heart. 
Such a murmur is called a ‘ function­ 
al murmur” and has no significance. 
It is b est recognized b y the fact that 
it disappears when the person who 
has it hops up and down a few tunes, 
thus increasing the heart action. 
Infectious diseases may cause an­ 
other kind of change, a roughening (rf 
the outer surface of the heart. This 
will cause it to grate against the 
chest wall with each b eat and pro­ 
duce what is known as a “friction 
rub .” 
Since the heart is a large muscle it j 
needs nourishment just as does any 
other muscle. As the b lood is forced 
from the heart into the large arterial 
trunk, the aorta, a small part of it is 
forced into the small arteries that 
supply the heart s own muscle. These j 
are the coronary arteries. 
As the hardening of the arteries 
that starts at b irth gradually pro­ 
gresses. the arteries slowly b ecome 
narrower and carry less b lood. When 
the narrowing 
reaches 
the point 
where the amount of b lood carried is I 
insufficient for the heart s needs, cor­ 
onary heart disease b ecomes man­ 
ifest. If this is gradual, the heart is 
emb arrassed only if there is an in­ 
creased physical or emotional de­ 
mand on it. The resulting protest is 
the pain of angina pectoris. 
If there is a sudden plugging of a 
coronary artery b y a b lood clot, there 
is an acute heart attack which may 
or may not prove fatal, depending on 
the size of the clot and hence the; 
size of the area suddenly deprived of 
b lood.

WASHINGTON (/P)—Robert Frost once cracked th at 
writing free verse is like play ing tennis with th e net down. 
It tells a lot about h im. He stay ed with in limits, both in th e 
forms of poetry and h is vision of th e world. 
Looked at one way , it was a fairly 
narrow vision. Against th e back­ 
ground of a New England country side 
h e wrote of th e sound of trees, of ice 
melting, of people with deligh ts and 
dilemmas. 
If th is h ad been all, h e would h ave 
remained an obscure, regional poet. 
But h is poetry was more universal 
th an th at. People every wh ere could 
read th eir own meanings into wh at 
h e wrote, wh ich is th e test of any 
good poetry . 
But th ere are two key s to any un­ 
derstanding of h im, and h e ex pressed 
both of th em h imself: 
h e never 
ch anged and h e'd rath er memorize 
th an analy ze. 
Never Ch anged 
Because h e never ch anged, h is sec­ 
ond book, publish ed in 1915, was th e 
essence of all h e would ever h ave to 
say . He never progressed, in vision, 
bey ond it. He only improved in tech ­ 
niq ue and delicacy . 
Th e ch oice of memory over analy sis 
was h is own way of say ing h e was 
not an intellectual. One of h is biogra­ 
ph ers calls h im anti-intellectual. Some 
of h is poems are as good as any th ing 
in American literature. Some are 
dreadful. 
Wh en h e died Tuesday at 88 h e h ad 
lived longer th an any major poet in 
American h istory . But th e lavish 
adulation h e got in h is late y ears 
looks overdone. He wasn’t th at con­ 
sistently good. He was at h is best 
early . 
Folk My th 
As one critic said, h e h ad become 
a kind of folk my th . 
It was as if Americans, th rough 
deep guilt or self-consciousness for 
long ignoring th eir artists wh ile th ey 
h eaped h onors on a successful poli­ 
tician or businessman or movie actor, 
tried to make up for last time. 
He was devoted to Emerson and 
Th oreau, just as th ey were to each 
oth er. Sometimes Emerson felt th at 
Th oreau, a survey or, lacked ambi­ 
tion, and once h e wrote of h im: “In­ 
stead of being th e h ead of American 
engineers, h e is captain of a h uckle­ 
berry team.” 
Th is is h ow some people reacted to 
Frost. Th ey wish ed h e h ad grown 
more instead of plowing th e same 
poetic ground all h is life. Th ey felt 
h e h ad become just th e captain of a 
h uckleberry team. 
Frost didn’t alway s agree with 
Th oreau or Emerson. Wh ile Th oreau 
could say , “I will sift th e sunbeams 
for th e public good,” Frost derided 
do-gooders, didn't believe in prog­ 
ress, and th ough t poverty was good 
for people. 
He h ad been accused of lacking a 
social consciousness, th e same com­ 
plaint made early against Ernest 
Hemingway . It seemed to do Hem­ 
ingway damage but it didn’t both er 
Frost. 
He was also accused of h aving th e 
wrong social consciousness: h e de­ 
rided Presidents Wilson and Franklin 
D. Roosevelt and th e idea th at th e 


government h as a responsibility for 
th e general welfare. 
But th e q uestion of wh at poetry 
sh ould do is as old as Plato and 
Aristotle, wh o couldn’t agree on it, 
eith er. Th rough th e ages th ere h ave 
been th ree main views on poetry : it 
sh ould deligh t, or it sh ould instruct, 
or it sh ould deligh t and instruct. 
But to demand th at every writer 
h ave a message would be to banish 
Homer’s Ody ssey because, by th at 
y ardstick, Uly sses w'ould be just a 
good-time Ch arley on a permanent 
Mediterranean cruise. 
Yet Frost h ad it coming to h im 
wh en h e got denounced for poems 
ridiculing th e welfare state, 
and 
justly denounced, not because h e was 
against social welfare but because 
h is poems were terrible as poems. 
Th ere is a middle ground on Frost 
wh ich James Russell Lowell ex ­ 
pressed about Th oreau, wh om h e 
didn’t like much : “His range was 
narrow but to be a master is to be 
a master.”

Highlights of P resident K ennedy ’s 
far-ranging proposals for education 
include: 


A four-y ear program to provide 
$1.5 billion to the states for selective 
im provem ent of public elem entary 
and secondary education. P a rt of the 
m oney would have to be spent for 
such special projects as upgrading 
slum area schools, rem edial reading, 
program s for the gifted, and the Uke. 
The balance could be used to build 
badly needed classroom s or raise 
teach ers’ salaries, or both, but only 
after the state had draw n up and 
publicized a priority list of needs. A 
sy stem of allotm ents would provide

m oney to

states. 


A three-y ear program to provide 
$1 billion in federal loans to public 
and private non-profit colleges and 
universities alike for the construction 
of academ ic facilities. 


Expansion of the governm ent's stu­ 
dent loan program from the present 
lim it of $90 million to $135 million 
in fiscal 1964. The forgiveness of up 
to 50 per cent of the loan, now 
lim ited to public elem entary and sec­ 
ondary teachers, would be extended 
to college and university teachers, 
and to teachers in private non-profit 
elem entary and secondary schools. 
A federal guarantee of loans m ade 
to college students by banks, up to 
$150 million over a three-y ear period. 
Students in both public and private 
institutions of higher education would 
be eligible. 
A three-vear program to pay 50 per 
cent of the w ages to needy students 
for cam pus em ploy m ent of an educa­ 
tional nature (grading papers, w ork­ 
ing in libraries or Iaboratones), up to 
15 hours per week.
